SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine contains a sexual presentation in which two women wear childish attire 
and pose with children's soft toys. The use of symbols of childhood is presented with 
such strength as to outweigh the fact that the women appear to be clearly adults 
enacting this role. The main sexual stimulus appears to be the children's accessories. 
This imagery is considered to tend to strengthen the idea of children in a sexual 
context. Therefore, the publication is considered to tend to support the exploitation of 
children or young persons for sexual purposes. Section 3(2)(a), which is a deeming 
provision and therefore is inconsistent with and overrides si 4 of the New Zealand Bill 
of Rights Act 1990.
